zens, the champion of the people of 
Southern California sat at a table in 
the Senate restaurant with the damp 


light of battle and victory in his eyes, 
and tried to discuss the belated lunch- 


o’clock by the necessity of being every 
minute on the field of battle in the 
Senate until final victory crowned his 
efforts. 
ot times your correspondent saw him 
interrupted to receive the warm con- 
gratulations of his fellow Senators and 
Others upon the splendid victory 
gained after the hardest fight that this 
Session of Congress has witnessed. 

Above, in the Senate chamber, Sena- 
tor Perkin, whose speech of the morn- 
ing had been one of the principal fac- 
tors in demoralizing the opposition and 
bringing about such a happy result of 
a most dangerous effort against the 
rights of the people, was engaged in 
the same pleasant task of receiving 
compliments. Even the opposition 
yielded to that feeling of admiration 
which the sight of well-earned victory 
brings to every manly heart, and many 
of the Senators who had been num- 
bered among the supporters of Messrs. 
Jones and Frye, shook the hands of 
their California colleagues, and joined 
in the congratulations with an appar- 
ent fervor which suggested that their 
hearts and feelings were not with 
the cause to which, through the in- 
fluence of , trades | or personal solicita- 
“tion, they had pledsed “their votes: 
Senator Jones was not among the 
number of these generous opponents. 

The congratulations have continued 
today, and a few hours ago, as your 
correspondent was talking with Senator 
White in his office, the, latter produced 
a stack of telegrams sent him from his 
home and many other parts of his 
State, and their expressions of warm 
approval, admiration and regard were 
such as to make glad the heart of a 
man who prizes the ‘well-garned ap- 
proval of his fellow-men. 

Today the real inwardness of the sud- 
den backdown of Huntington’s cham- 
pion, Mr. Frye, came out. It appears 
that for months, indeed, years, Sena- 
tor Jones of Nevada has been engaged 
in securing pledges of votes for the 
Santa Monica scheme, and first and last 
had tied up nearly the whole Republi- 
can side of the Senate and some three 
or four Democrats. As the fight over 
the matter got hotter and Senator 
White and his allies brought out the 
real nature of the job into clearer view, 
and the great newspapers of the coun- 
try took the matter up and told to mil- 
lions of readers the story of the worst 
job attempted in Congress for twenty 
years, many of the pledged Senators be- 
gan to get restive under their obliga- 
tions: Senator Perkins’s earnest ap- 
peals to his Republican colleagues, and 
his arguments, based upon forty years’ 
experience as a navigator and ship-

-FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—SEN- 
ATE.—The River and Harbor Bill was 
taken up as soon as the Senate con- 
vened today, the agreement being that 
the final vote be taken at 3 o’clock. 
The pending question was Senator 
Gorman’s amendment, directing the 
Secretary of War to so apportion con- 
tract appropriations that not more 
than 310,000, 000 be expended on con- 
tracts in any one year. 

Before proceeding Senator Vest gave 
notice of a minority report on the 
Filled Cheese Bill by himself and 
Senator Walthall of Mississippi, Har- 
ris of Tennessee, Jones of Arkansas 
and White of California. — 

The bill was passed for the appoint- 
ment of guardians for pensioners in 
the District of Columbia found to be 
“squandering pension money by drink- 
ing or vicious habits.” 

Proceeding with the River and Har- 
bor Bill, Senator Vest opposed the 
Gorman amendment, declaring that it 
would permit the Secretary of War to 
nullify the River and Harbor Bill and 
to substitute his opinion in lieu of 
that of Congress. He did not believe 
ther would be a partisan in the cham- 
ber ‘who would give such autocratic 
power to a Cabinet offiter. He had 
never known a Secretary of War to 
whom he would extend such vast power. 
While he was a Democrat, and knew 
the expenditures would be made by 
Democratic officials up to March 3, yet 
that was not a factor to consider, as 
he opposed any such abdicatian ef

power. by Congress, and its transfer to 
one official. 

@enator Gorman insisted that there 
was no abdiction of power, but merely 
a limitation of the power of the Sec- 
retary of War, so that not more than 

0,000,000 would be spent annually. It 
was a necessary provision, said Sena- 
tor Gorman, in view of the fact that 
“this is the first time in the history 
of the government that we have gone 
into the wholesale business of author- 
izing contracts.” If he were Secre- 
tary of War, said Senator Gorman, 
he would apply the rule suggested by 
Senator Sherman of not obligating the 
government for one dollar of these 
contracts until Congress made pro- 
vision for the revenues to meet them. 
This amendment was merely a cau- 
tion. to our executive officer that in 
view of our condition he must not 
spend more than ten millions a year. 
The Senator expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the River and Harbor Bili— 
the most important of the appropria- 
tion bills—but this amendment would 


In reply to a suggestion of Senator 
White of California that the Seeretary 
of War had already shown a disp 
tion to restrict river and harbor work, 
Senator Gorman took occasion to ex- 
press his high personal regard for the 
present Secretary of War, but the Sena- 
tor felt he could not conscientiously 
give his vote to a measure that would 
“put it in the power of one man to 
spend money that the government does 
not possess.” 

The debate took a wide range under 
the five-minute rule whieh had been 
agreed on. 

The amendment by Senator Gray was 
accepted, making the $10,000,000 restric- 
tion apply specifically to contracts and 
not to direct appropriations. 

Senator Allison proposed an amend- 
ment fixing the limitation on contract 
expenditures at $12,000,000 annually. 

Senator Vest moved to table the Gor- 
man proposition and all amendments, 
which motion prevailed; yeas, . 
nays, 23. 

Senator Lindsay of Kentucky offered 
an amendment directing the Secretary 
of War to adjust contracts that rot 
more than 20 per cent. of any one dp- 
propriation would be expended in any 
one year. 

The bill was about to be put on its 
final passage when Senator Frye asked 
fifteen minutes to answer criticisms 
thait had been made on the bill. The 
Senator spoke with great animation, 
and was listened to with much atten- 
tion.

harbor bill in the history of the govern- 
ment. 

Bills were passed as follows: Amend- 
ing the act granting pensions to sur- 
vivors of Indian wars, so as to include 
the survivors of the Fevre River war. 
the California Indian disturbance of 
1851-52, and the Indian wars of Utah. 
Oregon and Washington; making one 
year’s residence in a territory requisite 
for a divorce, and for the construction 
of a bridge over the Mississippi River at 
St. Louis. 

Senator Allen sought to amend the 
bill relating to practice in the courts of 
Indian Territory so as to apply to the 
question of contempt in all United 
States courts except the Supreme Court 
and made a speech in support of the 
amendment. He characterized the 
abuse of the right of injunction as 
a form of slavery. He said that he 
would seek to get up the regular bill 
providing for contempt of court imme- 
diately after the disposal of the resolu- 
tion for the election of Senators by the

PUEBLO (Colo.,) May 13.—Senator 
Teller will be indorsed by formal reso- 
lution tomorrow afternoon by the Colo- 
rado Republican State Convention, and 
will be chosen by acclamation to head 
the delegation to St. Louis. Free coin- 
age and protection will be declared the 
cardinal: principles of the Republican 
faith in this State, but no instructions 
for candidate for the Presidential nom- 
ination will be given.

RE-FORGED PLATES. 


Satisfactory Test of Armor fer a 
Russian Warship. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—A Harvey- 
ized nickel steel re-forged plate was 
tested at the Indian Head proving 
grounds today. The plate represents a 
lot of 600 tons of armor constructed by 
the Carnegies for the Russian govern- 
ment, and the test was entirely satis- 
factory. The armor ts intended for the 
first-class vessel Russia, built at St. 
Petersburg and successfully launched 
yesterday. The dimensions of the plate 
were 7144x12 feet, and nine shots in all 
were fired at it, the points of impact be- 
ing not less than three feet from each 
other and at least two feet from the 
edge. Six shots were fired from a six- 
inch gun at a striking velocity of 1826 to 
2100 feet, and three from a four-inch 
gun at a striking velocity of 1950 feet, 
the Halser and Carpenter projectiles be- 
ing used. None of the projectiles went 
through the plate, and so far as could 
be ascertained, the greatest penetration 
was about five inches. Every shot im- 
bedded itself, while the butts were more 
or less shattered. The plate: developed 
no material cracks, and, on the show- 
ing made, the whole lot will be ac- 
cepted by the Russian government.

It closed by calling on Con- 
gress to pass a joint resolution author- 
izing the President to enter into ne- 
gotiations with the European powers 
most directly interested with a view 


to interfering and preventing further 


massacres. The resolution also provided 
that a copy of the resolution be sent to 
both houses of Congress. It was re- 
ferred to the Committee on State of the 
Church. 

The proposition to change the time 
of holding the general conference from 
May 1 to the first Wednesday in May 
aroused discussion on the point of con- 
stitutionality of action. Three-fourths 
of the annual conferences approved it 
and it was approved by more than two- 
thirds of the general conference. Dr. 
Leonard led the opposition. The vote 
stood 387 yeas, 19 nays. The next gen- 
eral conference will therefore meet the 
first Wednesday in May, 1900. 

The Committee on Episcopacy de- 
cided to recommend to the confererge 
that Bishops Bowman and Foster be 
declared non-effective, which is equiv- 
alent to retirement, and that three new 
bishops be elected. It was practically 
decided to take the same action in re- 
gard to Bishop Taylor of Africa, but 
his h to the co induced it 
to defer action. All three bishops were 
before the committee and said they 
were in the hands of the general con- 
ference, and were satisfied that what- 
ever the conference would do was the 
will of God. 

Bishop Taylor, however, explained his 
peculiar relation to the work in Af- 
rica, and the success he had achieved in 
raising money for it, some of the efforts 
in this direction being still in progress. 
Bishop Bowman is 80 years of age, 
Bishop Foster 76, And Bishop Taylor 75. 
The committee decided to recommend 
that one of the bishops be a man of 
African descent. The candidate of the 
colored delegates is Dr. Bowen of Gam- 
mon Theological Institute. 

The Committee on Itinerary’ will 
recommend that the five-year limit may 
be extended one year by an appeal of 
the congregation to the quarterly con- 
ference, where it must have a three- 
fourths vote, after which it must re- 
ceive the vote of a majority of the cab- 
inet of presiding elders, including the 
presiding elder having charge of the 
church, and then the bishop must con- 
gent. This may be -done year after 
year for five years, making the longest 
possible pastorate ten years. The laity 
claims it will defeat this plan tomor- 
row. A minority committee report ask- 
ing for the abolishment of the time- 
limit will be submitted to the confér- 
ence and will probably be supported 


dy the laity. 


The Revival Committee ordered that 
there be presented to the conference 
tomorrow a rule requiring that one of 
the first questions asked in examining 
candidates for ligenses as local preach- 
ers must be that regarding the use of 
tobacco, so framed that a promise to 
wholly abstain will be necessary. 

A proposition was presented by Rev. L. 
R. Fiske of Detroit to hold the general 
conference each six years. It was re- 
ferred to the Committee on State of the 
Church. 

Chaplain C. C. McCabe presented a 
constitutional amendment which forbids 
any missionary society from appropriat- 
ing any sum in excess of the income of 
the year previous. This was to eall a 
halt on the appropriations which have 
been made in excess of income. 

Great interest was manifested when 
the Committee ů n Episcopacy was 
called. Dr. Buckley reported that the 
committee is unable to report at pres- 
ent on the number of bishops, but he 
promised to do so the first thing in the 
morning. A report in which a change 
was proposed in the matter of baptism 
caused a prolonged debate. The propo- 
sition was to the effect that those who 
were sprinkled in infancy could, if de- 
sired, be immersed when they grew 
older. This was opposed by Dr. Leon- 
ard and others on the ground that it 
was a discrimination against infant 
baptism, and, after a prolonged discus- 
sion, the report of the committee was 
recommitted. 

The Committee on Book Concern 
made an adverse report on the recom- 
mendation to establish a Methodist 
daily paper. 

After announcements had been made 
the conference adjourned. 


PATRIOTIC CATRO. 


The Greatest Grand Army Parade 
Seen Since the War. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CAIRO (III.) May 13.-The Grand 
Army parade here was the greatest ever 
seen since the war, and was witnessed 
by thousands of people. Business houses 
and residences were elaborately deco- 
rated with flags and pictures of Lincoln, 
Grant and Logan. The children of the 
public schools were massed at three 
points, dressed in colors so that each 
company represented the American flag, 
and as the veterans passed they sang 
patriotic songs, and strewed their path 
with flowers. Afterward camp fires 
were held, at which National Com- 
mander Walker and Regiment Com- 
mander Powell were the principal 
speakers.

UNCLE COLLIS’S THREAT. 


John W. Mitchell came near argu- 
ing the Santa Monica case out of court 
in his speech before the Senate com- 
mittee, when he declared that nine- 
tenths of the people of Los Angeles 
preferred Santa Monica to San Pedro 
as a site for a deep-water harbor, and 
gave as one of the reasons for this al- 
leged preference the alleged fear on 
the part of our people that San Pedro 
would become a rival metropolis if 
the harbor were located there. Senator 
Nelson of Minnesota brought Mr. 
Mitchell to his senses very abruptly by 
declaring that if San Pedro were 80 
favorably situated for a metropolis it 
was a first-class place for a deep-water 
harbor. Mr. Mitchell changed the sup- 
ject. 


Senator Frye, in his speech on be- 
half of Huntington’s breakwater, also 


came near arguing his case out of court 
when he reiterated the threat hereto- 
fore credited to Huntington, that in 
case Congress should refuse to donate 
to him the money required for the 
construction of his breakwater, the 
Southern Pacific president would him- 
self build the breakwater needed to 
protect his wharf. “Does any one sup- 
pose, said Mr. Frye, that Mr. Hunt- 
ington is not going to have a harbor 
at Santa Monica? It is useless to 


think a harbor will not be built at 


Santa Monica.” 

This threat did not carry the kind 
of conviction to the Senatorial heart 
that Mr. Frye had evidently expected. 
Senator Vest, with disconcerting blunt- 
ness, interrupted the speaker with the 
suggestion that “if Huntington desired 


to construct a harbor, let him do 80. 


The three millions of dollars,“ he added, 
“would in that case be no charge on 
the United States treasury.“ 

Senator Frye felt much aggrieved at 


this pointed rejoinder. But it contains 


one among many strong reasons why 
the government should not expend 
$3,000,000 at Santa Monica. If Hunt- 
ington wants a harbor so badly that he 
will build it in case the government 
refuses to do so, it is evident that he 
is impelled by other motives than the 
public good, or his own health. 

It is claimed by Huntington's parti- 
sans that the desired government 
breakwater at Santa Monica would 
be of great benefit to the people, not 
only of Southern California, but of the 
whole United States. Senator Frye 
himself said as much, and declared 
that he cared nothing for what the peo- 
ple of this section wanted—that, in 
fact, they did not know what they 
wanted. But does any sane man sup- 


pose that Huntington would expend 


$3,000,000 at Santa Monica for the 
benefit of the general public? Is Uncle 
Collis that kind of a public-spirited 
citizen and philanthropist? The mere 
fact that he proposes to spend so large 
an amount rather than allow his break- 
water to go unbuilt, tends strongly 
and logically to the conclusion that his 
selfish interests are the chief motives 
which impel him to cling so tena- 
clously to the project. 


Besides, as Senator Vest remarked,

TEXT OF THE AMENDMENT. 


Following is the full text of the 
amendment to the River and Harbor 
Bill providing for a special commis- 
sion to determine the location of the 
deep-water harbor for the Los Angeles 
coast. After approval by the friends of 
San Pedro it was accepted and intro- 
duced by Senator Frye, representing 
the Huntington crowd, and passed the 
Senate without division: 

“For a deep-water harbor at Port 
Los Angeles, in Santa Monica Bay, 
Cal., or at San Pedro, in said State, 
the location of said harbor to be deter- 
mined by an officer of the navy to be 
detailed by the Secretary of the Navy; 
an officer of the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, to be detailed by the superin- 
tendent of the survey; and three ex- 
perienced civil engineers, skilled in 
riparian work, to be appointed by the 
President, who shall constitute a board 
and who shall personally examine said 
harbor, the decision of a majority of. 
which shall be final as to the location 
of said harbor. It shall be the duty of 
said board to make plans, specifications 
and estimates for said improvements. 
Whenever said board shall have set- 


| tled the location and made reports to 


the Secretary of War of the case, with 
said plans, specifications and esti- 
mates, then the Secretary of War may 
make contracts for the, completion of 
the improvement o the  har- 
bor so selected by said board, 
according to the project reported by 
them, at a cost not exceeding in the 
aggregate $2,900,000; and $50,000 is 
hereby appropriated, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, to be used 
for the expenses of the board and the 
payment of the civil engineers for 
their services, the amount to be deter- 
mined by the Secretary of War.” 

Frye (acting for Huntington) stub- 
bornly refused to accept Senator 
White’s proposition for a harbor com- 
mission, both in committee and on the 
floor of the Senate. His final acceptance. 
of Senator White’s terms was a com- 
plete, though reluctant, acknowledg- 
ment of defeat. 


CARPING CRITICISM. 


„His Most Superfluous Highness” is 
the way the Chicago Tribune speaks 
of the Vice-President, or rather the 
office, in referring to the fact that no 
one has yet been selected as a Repub- 
lican candidate for the position.

The fact of his being, by virtue of his 
office, the presiding officer of the Sen- 
ate is another feature of the office, as 
not being a Senator he can the more 
easily direct the business of that 
branch of the government without lay- 
ing himself open to the charge of show- 
ing partlality to any particular section 
of the country.

THAT CHE-FOO INCIDENT. 


TWO FOREIGN MINISTERS PROTEST 
AGAINST RUSSIA. 


The Czar’s Squadron Win Rendes- 
vous Handy to the Scene—Donubt 
as to the Meaning of the Alleged 

-Seizure—A Mission Burned. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LONDON May 13.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A special from Shanghai says 
that the British and German Ministers 
at Peking protested against the action 
of Russia in occupying part of the 
foreshore at Che-Foo, contrary to 
treaty rights. The Russian squadron 
in Chinese waters will rendezvous at 
Che-Foo, in readiness to occupy Port 
Arthur or Kiacho Bay on receipt of 
instructions from St. Petersburg. 

In well- informed commercial quar- 
ters in London, it is believed that the 
Che-Foo incident is but an ordinary 
business deal, as Ferguson & Co. 
have been offering to sell the land 
alleged to have been seized. The only 
cause for disquiet is in fact that the 
Russian Steam Navigation Company, 
through whose agent J. Smith, an 
American, the land has been occupied, 
is a company subsidized by the Rus- 
sian government.

Not in five years any- 
how, and I don’t believe she will grow 
5,000,000 boxes of oranges (as she did in 
the winters of 1893-94 and 1894-95) again 
in ten years. The newspaper reports 
have never exaggerated so far as I 
have seen, the 1 disasters the 
two freezes of a year ago last Janu- 
ary brought to the Everglade State. 
Yes, business is very dull in my State, 
but there are genuine heroes down 
there, the strangers seldom h them 
utter words of sorrow or discontent. I 
know one man at Orlando who was of- 
fered $45,000 for his orange grove on 
Christmas day a year ago.

WANTED FOR MURDER. 


Johh H. Granger’s Death Charged 
to Fred Ruhtler. 

As reported in The Times yesterday 
morning, a complaint has been sworn, 
out by Sheriff Burr charging John Doe 
Fred with the murder of John ‘H. 
Granger, who died in the County Hos- 
pital last Friday morning. When the 
complaint was sworn out the name of 
the man wanted was not known, but it 
developed at the Coroner's inquest held 
at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon that 
his name is Fred Buhtler, alias Fred 
Butler. 

Granger was taken to the Receiving 
Hospital on the night of May 2 with 
fractured leg. He was later taken to 
the County Hospital where he remained 
until his death. The body was em- 
balmed and was about to be shipped to 
Detroit, where the dead man’s sister 
lives, when Sheriff Burr received infor- 
mation which caused him to think a 
murder had been committed, and he 
gave orders to have the body held and 
laid the matter before Coroner Camp- 
bell. An inquest was held at 4 ty ore 
yesterday. 

All the evidence adduced at the Ju- 
quest tended to show that Granger at- 
tempted to enter a room in the Golden 
Eagle saloon on North Main street, 
which was occupied by Ruhtler and 
some women. 

Ruhtler shoved him away from the 
door, and Granger returned and was 
then seized by Ruhtler and thrown 
down. At the hospital Granger evi- 
dently tried toshield Ruhtler by saying 
that he was standing on the sidewalk 
in front of the saloon talking to some 
friends, when he slipped on a banana 
peel and broke his leg. 

Dr. William A. Duncan, who per- 
formed an autopsy on Granger, ‘testi- 
fied that he thought Granger had met 


with foul play, although nothing seemed | 


the matter with him except the frac- 
ture. 

Henry Brochtel, proprietor of. the 
Golden Eagle saloon, testified that 
Ruhtler first shoved Granger away 
from the room he was trying to enter, 
and when he came back the second time 
gave him another push. which caused 
him to fall and break his leg. 

Tony Baxter, a butcher, told practic- 
ally the same story. 

Mrs. Cora Ainschwauts, who was in 
an adjoining room waiting for her hus- 
band, swore that she heard a scuffle and 
then a fall of a heavy body.

APTER THE PLUMBERS. 


THEIR BUSINESS TO BE MORE 
STRICTLY REGULATED. 


New Ordinance tn Process of Prep- 
aration by the Health Officer and 
Plumbing Inspector — Woes of 
the Street Sprinkling Super- 
intendent. 


Plumbers who do business in this 
city will soon be required. to work un- 
der more stringent regulations than 
in the past. Health Officer Steddom 
and Plumbing Inspector Burgoin are 
preparing an ordinance, under which 
every plumber in Los Angeles, both 

ter Blumberg and, journeymen, will 
be obliged to pass an examination as 
to his fitness to do proper work, and 
after passing such an examination will 
be required to register His name, ad- 
dress, etc., with the alth Officer of 
the city, and have a license issued to 
him by the Board of Health. 

Inspector Burgoin, who is an expert 
in his line of work, and thoroughly 
qualified to pass upon the qualifica- 
tions of the “plumber man,” has for 
some time urged the adoption of an 
ordinance of this sort, and as the idea 
has been favorably received by Health 
Officer Steddom, the two officials are 
now preparing the draft of such an or- 
dinance, which each believes should be 
in force in this city. 

The State law under which the 
Health Officer and Plumbing Inspector 
will work, in formulating this ordi- 
nance, is an amendment adopted March 
9, 1887, to an act entitled “An act to 
grant to boards of health or health of- 
ficers, in cities and counties, or citics, 
the power to regulate the plumbing and 
drainage of buildings and to provide 
for the registration of plumbers.” The 
amendment reads as follows: 

“It shall not be lawful for any person 
to carry on business, or labor as a 
master or journeyman plumber, in any 
incorporated city, or in any city and 
county, in this State, tdntil he shall 
have obtained from the board of 
health of said city, or city and 
county, a license authorizing him to 
carry on business, or labor as such 
mechanic. A license so to do shall 
be issued only after a satisfactory ex- 
amination by the board of each appli- 
cant upon his qualifjcations to conduct 
such business, or to do such labor. 
All applications for license, and all 
licenses issued, shall state the name 
in full, age, nativity, and place of 
residence of the applicant, or person 
so licensed. It shall be the duty of 
the secretary of each board of health, 
to keep a record of all such licenses 
issued, together with an alphabetical 
index to the same. A list of all u- 
censed plumbers shall be published in 
the yearly report of the health officer, 
or board of health. This act shall take 
effect immediately.” 

In addition to these provisions which 
will be incorporated in the ordinance 
in question, a bond of $1000 will be re- 
quired of each master plumber, as a 
surety that work performed under his 
direction, is properly done, and done 
by men having a license issued to 
them by the Board of Health. The 
ordinance will be submitted to the 
Board of Health at the next meeting of 
that body, and will then be recom- 
mended to the Council for adoption.

Hard is the lot of the man who is 
paid by the Council to see that the 
streets of the city are properly sprin- 
kled. Daily he is the recipient of com- 
plaints from persons who aver thet too 
much or not enough water, or none at 
all, is deposited on the streets upon 
which they travel or live. 

Ambitious to please, is the Street 
Sprinkling Superintendent, and his 
nights are passed in devising schemes 
whereby the condition of the strects 
from a sprinkling stan ipoint can be 
improved or bettered and his days in 
seeing that the scnemes are carried 
out. As much as some time ago Mr. 
Drain, for that is he, was waited upon 
by a delegation of wheeimen* men who 
ride the festive bicycle and between 
times heap epithets upon the intelligent 
sprinkling-cart driver's head. These 
wheelmen importuned Drain to issve 
orders to the intelligent drivers alcre- 
said to leave in the middle of the 
streets and between the car tracks on 
the highways, a dry, unsprinkled strip 
of land upon which they—the whee!- 
men—could travel with comfort and 
safety.

A 
practical test of the erematory was 
made in the presence of the visitors, 
and a careful examination of the work- 
ings of the apparatus followed, each 
part of the cremating operation being 
given an explanation by Mr. Ramish. 
The contract under which the garbage 
man works requires that his crematory 
shall be satisfactory to the Council and 
Board of Health, and the result of yes- 
terday’s visit was to impress the officials 
of the party very favorably as to the . 
crematory’s efficiency. A detailed de- 
scription of the building and the method 
employed to burn the garbage Was - 
given in The Times of last Saturday.

A Mythical Silver Mine. 


W. P. Fritch and his boy son, Emmet 
Fritch, were on trial’ in the United 
States District Court yesterday on a 
charge of using the mails in conducting 
a swindling business. Father and son 
looked worn and pale from their five 
months confinement in ‘the County Jail, 
and very anxious at the fate which 
seemed impending.. 

The whole day was taken up by the 
presentation ofjevidence on the part of 
the government. Acting. United States 
District Attorney Finlayson bent his 


| efforts toward showing that Fritch, un- 


der the alias of Fritt, carried on an in- 
genious “green goods” swindle by mail, 
aided and abetted by his son Emmet. 
The accusation is that Fritch wrote to 
his victims representing himself as the 
agent of a company which was manu- 
facturing silver money. He said they 
were not making counterfeits, but gen- 
uine coins, with exactly the same 
amount of the precious metal in them 
as those Uncle Sam makes. His expla- 
nation was that on account of the low 
price of silver the company he repre- 
sented could sell twenty-five silver dol- 
lars for $10, and yet clear a profit. 
Fritch is accused of writing letters to 
this effect to various men and asking 
them to forward 10 cents to pay for a 
sample. If the victim nibbled at the 
hook, Fritch mailed a gilver quarter of 
genuine money, pretending was a 
lece manufactured by his company. 
he victims found that the specimen 
counterfeits were readily passed, so the 
next step was to mail $10, expecting to 
get twenty-five silver dollars in return. 
Needless to say, the money never came. 
Yesterday Mr. Finlayson introduced 
letters which had been received by a 


man named Stone which were ostensibly 


from W. P. Tritt—the letters sent to in- 
veigle @ man into ordering some 
money. Then another set of letters was 
offered as an exhibit, letters sent to a 
man named Wishan by this same W. 5. 
Tritt. The government can show that 
Emmet Fritch called at the postoffice 
for letters from Wishan addressed to 
W. P. Tritt—in short, that Tritt and 
Fritch are one and the same. Thus, 
through the Wishan letters, Fritch’s 
connection with the Stone letters can 
be shown.

INTELLIGENCE OF BEES. 

An intelligence of hees amounting al- 
most to reasoning; is related by a min- 
ing man, Malcolm McLeish.

telligence of bees. In contrast with 
these smart little fellows stand Hut the 
coyotes. They too drank of the pois- 
oned water or the fresh, but without 
any selection. These animals are now 
dying in as large numbers as ever. 
Even human beings, Mexicans espee- 
ially,. have been prone to drink the 
water as they come in from the plains, 
and only by being moved away have 
they avoided it. Mr. McLeish has on 
hand an antidote for the cyanide, which 
with signs of warning in English and 
Spanish keep all mankind from harm 
from the poison. He tried the anti- 
dote on 4 coyote after it had fallen, 
and it worked well, che animal liv~ 
ing several days, while Rs companion 
died within five minutes.

GREAT RAILROAD SPEED. 


Pointed Trains so as to Reduce the 
Air Resistance. 


now at our disposal, but because t 
resistance of the air increases so muc 
faster than our speed that presently 
we shall not be able to force our loco- 
motives against it. Hiram 8. Maxim, 
however, is not of this opinion, pro- 
vided we make our trains of the proper 
shape. The resistance, he says, is due 
to the irregular form of our trains; if 
we make a locomotive with smooth, fine 
lines, as we make a yacht, it will 
glide through the air as the boat does 
through the water. Some progress has 
already been made in France along 
these lines by fitting locomotives with 
pointed prows or air shields. Mr. 
Maxim idea appears in the following 
paragraphs, which we quote from his 
article in the “electrical number” of 
Cassier’s Magazine: 

“I see no reason why we might. not 
expect to double the speed of steam- 
driven railroad trains. Ordinary elec- 
tric trains should travel at the rate 
of ninety to one hundred miles an hour 
and express trains at say, 120; but in 
order to do this it would be necessa 
to so construct the carriages as to en- 


out any great resistance. The train 
should be pointed at both ends, and 
have the appearance of being all in one 
piece; even the wheels and axletrees 
would have to be boxed in. I find in 
my experience that atmospheric skin 
friction on a smooth surface is so very 
small that it need not be considered as 
a factor at all, the power required 
to drive a rough or irregular body 
through the air is very great. 
“Blectricity could, of course, be ad- 
vantageously employed on existing 
roads, but if special roads were to be

‘OUTING OF THE ST. VINCENT’S COL- 
LEGE STUDENTS. 


Picnic and Field Day Combined, 
The Sports Are Held at Crystal 
Springs — Sack-races, Jum ping, 
Running and a Baseball Game. 


St. Vincent’s College had its second 
annual field day yesterday, a fleld day 
and a picnic combined, so full of ex- 
citement, novelty and fun that its mem- 
ory will remain green in the minds of 
all who were there for many a long 
year. 

At the invitation of D. F. Donegan, 
the school held its athletic sports at Mr. 
Donegan’s beautiful stock farm, Crys- 
tal Springs, near Compton. Early yes- 
terday morning a crowd of the boys of 
the school and their relatives and 
friends gathered at St. Vincent's Col- 
lege, and from that starting point set 
off in a body. It was a jolly expedition. 
At the head was an old six-horse stage 
coach, a relic of the days before the 
railroads came, which Mr. Donegan had 
supplied for the use of the boys. Then 
came two tally-hos and a miscellaneous 
string of people in carriages, on horse- 
back or astride the hairless steed, all the 
equipages adorned with white and 
gold, the college colors; purple and 
olive-green,. the colors of the St. Vin- 
cent’s Athletic Association, and with 
red, white and blue. As the long line of 
jolly. boys and their friends swept along 
it was greeted with cheers from all who 

by, to which the expedition gave 


answer with the college yell: “Rah 
rah rah! Hoop vah gee! Tell boys! 
Yell boys! S. V. C!“ 


When the tally-hos and carriages ar- 
rived at Crystal Springs their occupants 
swarmed out over the racetrack where 
the sports were to take place. There 
they were joined by a number of people 
who had gone down by train. With but 
little delay the track officials declared 
the fleld day begun, and the young ath- 
letes gather for the first event, the 
standing broad jump. 

As there is so much difference in th 

ages and sizes of the various boys of 
the school, in all the events of the day 
they were divided into three classes, A, 
B and C, Class A comprising the big 
boys, olass B the middle-sized and class 
C the younger boys. - 
The jumping in this first event was 
very exciting, the winner in each class 
out- jumping his nearest competitor by 
only a trifle. Adam Derkum won in 
class A by 9 ft, 5 in., Joseph Rodriguez 
coming out second, with a score of 9 
ft. 3 in. In clafs B Fred Reardon 
jumped 8 ft. 4 in., and Joseph Amestoy 
8 ft. George Le Doux was the winner 
in e C., making a jump of 7 ft. 5 in., 
and beating Fritz Osthoff by 5 inches. 

The second event was a hilarious 
three-legged race over a  fifty-yard 
course, during which almost all the 


and Floyd Stroud came out winners, 
with F. Osthoff and Philip Kerr close 
behind. 

In the next event Joseph Rodriguez, 
class A, made a splendid jump of 17 ft. 
6 in. dam Derkum made a record of 
16 ft. 10 in. In class B James McLaf- 
ferty and Jospeh Amestoy jumped ex- 
actly the same distance, 13 ft. 7 in., so 
the championship is left in doubt until 
Saturday afternoon. 

In the standing hop, step and jump, 
Adam Derkum won first place in class 
A, with a record of 27 ft. 6 in. Joseph 
Sabichi, who won second place, jumped 
26 ft. 10 in. In class B,. Urbin Mandis 
cleared 23 ft., and Joseph Amestoy 22 ft. 

The spoon egg race was extremely 
amusing. Each of the racers held a 
teaspoon extended at arm’s legnth, in 
which he carried an egg. The difficulty 
of keeping the egg in place was greatiy 
increased by the necessity of keeping 
clear of the crowd of other boys who 
entered this event.

Urbin Mandis won 
the class B race in 10s., Rrank Russell 
taking half a second longer to run the 
fifty yards. 

Then came the welcome summons to 
dinner, and the hungry athletes and all 
their friends gathered on the porches of 
the ranch house and the lawns round 
about for a delicious lunch. When the

In the 44-yard dash for class A, Dan 
Phelan won in 23%s., Charles Ryan 
‘reaching the goal half a second later. 
Phelan also won the 100-yard dash, Will 
Reed and Joseph Estudillo tying for 
second place. 

The next event was putting the six- 
teen-pound shot, which Joseph Sabichi 
won by a score of 28 ft. 2% in., Mat- 
thias Hugo winning second place. In 
class B Patrick J. McGarry won by 18 
ft. 6 in., Wilford L. Le Sage making 
second place by a throw of 17 ft. 6 in. 
In class C Frank Russell was the win- 
ner.

Mr. Little is an ex- 
perienced lemon-curer, having had four 
years of practical experience in South- 
ern California, and the past two years 
he has secured the highest prize 
awarded by the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce for the best cured lemons, 
scoring 96 points this year out of a pos- 
sible 100. He will superintend the af- 
fairs.of the local association.. There are 
three other lemon-curing and packing 
establishments in active operation here, 
but the association confidently expects 
to handle the bulk of the lemon crop of 
this county from now on, and persist- 
ent effort will be made to give lemon 
culture the prominence which it de- 
serves by proper curing, packing and 
marketing and judicious advertising.

High School Commencement Exer- 
@Gises Will Be Held in the Opra- 
house — Kicking Against the 
School Census. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 13.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The Board of 
Education has. decided that commence- 
ment exercises of the High School be 
held at the operahouse on June 18, and 
that an admission of 15 cents be 
charged down stairs, and 10 cents in 
the gallery. The graduating class ob- 
jected strenuously to the exercises be- 
ing held in the pavilion. 

SCHOOL CENSUS. 
In commenting on the report of the 
School census of this city the Times- 
Index says: 
“The result of the work of the cen- 
sus marshal of San Bernardino, con- 
tinues to surprise, and the school peo- 
Die are astounded. The result, show- 
ing a falling off of 105, does not ac- 
cord with the present condition of the 
schools, which instead of a decrease, 
shows a very full enrollment. Another 
unpleasant feature of the case is the 
fact that it will result in a direct loss 
to the city of $500, in addition to the 
loss of the per rata of about $2.60 on 
each pupil, which comes to the county. 
The school funds are apportioned by 
the county superintendent on the basis, 
of $500 for each teacher. One teacher is 
counted for each seventy pupils, 80 
that the district will be cqunted 
having one less teacher, and wil 
ceive $500 less from the State. Miss 
Mogeau will make a careful comparison 
between the reports of 1895 and 1896, 
and see if it is possible to find the 
cause of the difference.” 

The Colton census shows a gain dur- 
ing the past year in school children, 
from 470 last year to 528 this year, the 
heaviest gain in the county outside of 
Chino yet reported. 

SUES THE GOVERNMENT.

Narrow Escape from Drowning—City 
Trustees’ Meeting. 

REDONDO, May 13.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Fred Hahn of Helena, 
Mont., had a narrow escape from 
drowning Monday. He is a fair swim- 
mer, but he found the ocean different 
from what he had evidently expected. 
When he went in bathing there were 
three or four young women on the 
beach who were observing his move- 
ments, and it is supposed he was con- 
scious of the fact and was making a 
special effort to present a good appear- 
ance, but he evidently had not figured 
on the undercurrent that was running 
at the time, for when he got out past 
the breakers it was observed he was 
in trouble. He could probably have 
made his way out to a buoy, but in- 
stead he tried to come ashore.

ANTELOPE VALLEY. 


Great Gathering of the Citizens of 
the Valley. 

LANCASTER, May 13.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) May 12 and 13 will long 
remain as red-letter days in the history 
of this section. There have been two 
days of high carnival. About eight 
hundred people from all parts of this 
valley have been togéther in Lancaster 
with a varied programme presented 
by the Antelope Valley Association. 
This association was organized in May, 
1895, to promote the unity, good-fellow- 
ship and best interests of the whole of 
Antelope Valley. 

Nearly every resident for fifty miles 
in every direction is now a member 
of this association, There are fifteen 
school districts in Antelope Valley. 
These are divided into three local 
branch associations which meet bi- 
monthly and discuss agricultural and 
horticultural matters. So this meeting 
is the third semi-annual meeting of this 
association. The people of Lancaster 
made united preparations for the en- 
tertainment of the visitors from the 
other colonies. 

At noon, May 12, a whole roast ox, 
done in true Spanish style, having been 
roasted for twenty-four hours in a pit, 
with hide on, in coals made by burning 
four loads of wood, was served to the 
crowds with bread, butter, coffee, pick- 
les, ete. The beef was furnished by the 
great Beale estate and was the choicest 
that could be got from thousands of 
cattle. 

The schoolhouse and hall had been 
decorated with great profusion of wild 
flowers. The editor of the Antelope 
Valley Gazette had enlisted the school 
districts to send in wild flowers by of- 
fering the school which sent in the 


flowers a prize of one of those “Grand- 
Cafion-of-the-Colorado” pictures given 
as premiums by The Times. So, from 
every part came luxuriant wild flow- 
ers in greatest profusion until the ag- 
gregate made about five two-horse 
loads, representing over a hundred va- 
rieties. With these the hall and school- 
house were exquisitely decorated and a 
regular flower carnival held. The Lan- 
caster school, under the charge of Prof. 
Holland, won the Gazette prize. 

At 2 o’clock Tuesday afternoon the 
association meeting was held.” The An- 
telope Valley Cornet Band of eighteen 
pieces was present and discoursed mu- 
sic. A chorus of ten trained voices 
were in from Manzana, under the 
charge of Charles F. Edson. Charles 
H. Shinn, of the State University, in- 
spector of experiment stations, and J. 
Burtt Davy, botanist, were present 
and gave valuable information in their 
speeches. Over five hundred people 
were present during Tuesday af ter- 
noon’s session and about the same 
number for the other meetings. 

While the Antelope Valley Associa- 
tion meetings were in progress the wo- 
men held a separate entertainment, 
with their own papers, in the school 
rooms. On Tuesday evening Mrs. Mila 
Tuppler Maynard delivered a fine ad- 
dress on “California’s Present Opportu- 
nity,“ in which she spoke in behalf of 
the eleventh amendment with. great 
force. In an informal ballot after the 
speech, seventy voters said they would 
vote for equal suffrage in November 
while only ten had the temerity to vote 
against it. 

On Wednesday afternoon the vete- 
rans of the late war held a “campfire” 
which was most interesting. There 
are forty of these veterans in this val- 
ley. After many speeches from every 
comrade and inspiring music and songs 
led by Comrade J. L. Linsing, steps 
were taken to organize a G.A.R. post.
